DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 33-58 are pending. 
The action is final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 33-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 33 and 46: The external portion limitation is not clear as claimed. The 
specification does not mention the term "external portion". 

The claims Include language toward first and second electrode portions, 
however, the specification refers to small diameter and large diameter electrodes. Claim 
37 reads that the first and second portions are formed of different members. This is 
confusing as the terms "first" and "second portions" are typically parts of one part or 
member. The specification is not clear as to how the portions are different members. 
Claims 41-3 and 54-6 refer to "outer peripheral portions" not mentioned in the 
specification. The Examiner kindly asks the Applicant to point out what is being 
described In claims 41-43 by pointing it out in the drawings. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 33-35,38-40, 44, 46-48 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kittur et al. (5,846,241 ). 

Kittur discloses a sheath/main body member (10), an elongated member (28), a 
tip end (see fig 8), insulating section (25 and 50), first electrode (24'), second electrode 
(34'), a central axis that runs longitudinal of the device, external portion (figure 8), and 
conductive wires (16, 20).

(1,908,583).
